In the game of Diplomacy a puppet is a player who will carry out the desires and plans 
of another player In return for survival. As such, a puppet can he a useful tool to a ma- 
jor power in search of a win. 

Initially, a puppet can he gained when one or more play&ns axe in a position to easily 
eliminate the ainox power 9 s country 0 Onoe hoth the aajor power{s) and the minor power re- 
alize this fact then the major power can sake the offer of survival to the minor power in 
return for total help toward the «ln c One major power should only offer a puppetahip to 
the ninor power when (1) the ainox power B s units occupy positions which the major power 
must control, hut will fall in. enemy hands with the ellmlnatien of the minor power, (2) 
the fldnor power controls a strategic corridor which the major power needs access through 
fox the conquest of a new area of the hoard, or (3) the ainor power is an excellent player 
whose help will increase the major power's chances of victory # 

Even though the ainox power nay meet one or acre of the above criteria and is in 
ger of elimination, the player say refuse to puppet to the major pewer D Some players 
refuse to play the role of a puppet, hut will instead go down fighting or will even han&al 
to a third player 0 Iheee factors suet he taken Into account when Baking an offer of a pup- 
petahip to a ninor power. 

Once a puppet is procured, then the major power must sake the heat use of the puppet 0 a 
units while giving the puppet a feeling of security. To he of any use, the puppet must oc- 
cupy part of the major power D o front line,. The puppet°s orders must he coordinated with 
the major power's and this can "best he done ty the major power giving the puppet specific 
and exact orders for the puppet °s units, ttils way, there is at all tines complete and to- 
tal coordination and. cooperation of the two forces against the common enemy. In rare cases 
where the puppet is the more experienced player li may be wise for the major power to ac- 
cept orders from the puppet. This obviously depends on the individuals involved,, 

A puppet must never be neglected, but should be kept busy fighting en the front line. 
With the enemy's units in front and the major power's behind, the puppet is given no chance 
to change alliances ox play an independent role. Because the puppet's units are on the 
front and in position to gain enemy supply centers, the major power must carefully watch 
for growth and the building of new units the puppet* She easiest way to contain a pup- 
pefs growth is fox the major power to take one of the puppet °s bahind-the-line supply cen- 



tara whenever the puppet gains a saw center,, This way^ the> puppsi is 
constant siae and yet is hopefully advancing against the enemy s 

When the major pewex baa the Kin within sights it Is important to reward the puppet 
rath a second or third place fiaish If possible* This in turn say delay the victory bj a 
year or so, tut it is important that the puppet is completely compensated for its cowpls^ 
dedication to tise cay® a, This is in off set far mere than the guaranteed survival criminal- 
3y agreed upon, "but it Is & nice extra, to deaden the pain ©f defeat. And who know, maybe 
next time the situation Bill he reversed* 

In sinsaary r a puppet ie mere than a helpful ally, bit is an extension of the puppet 
Easterns empire, A pwppet must be given security, a xolfc t® play e anda tain-lnum guarantee 
of survival in return for total help. The one unifying factor which makes this all possi- 
ble is diplomacy. Diplomacy 1b the string which makes a puppet more than just a paper doll,

Kuropean gascsiaasters And forsnar ganesaaster- (Michel Liesnard, On Zoo Aura! t Bosuns Hartley 
Ratterson P Vex Bulletin , United Kingdoaj and Michel Feron 8 ftoeelwesK&e , Belgium) were intend- 
ing to find" other players and to sxganlae a gsno in* Trieste c 

We first intended to hold the sane in the Convention Hall, but we learned that this hall

Ibere were a good mmber of new players, who hssd never played Dippy before p and uho 

showed thenselves very Interested in the gaaoc This gave us great hopes for the .future of 
European Diploaacy! 

Two games were organised, with liesnard and jqvself as GMs 9 The presenoe of novice but 
enthusiastic players gave birih to sons wild but effective strategy t in one game. Italy, 
while it only had 5 units, successfully attacked and invaded Sevastopol,, while s in the 2nd 
gane, Russia, with only 6 units, had his Sevastopol fleet wandering in the CfoaisnelS 

As there were only two Diploaacy sets, cards and chess were also played. Others were 
busy taking pictures of the event. 

The Booting closed at 1.00 aa, as the Aooadoaia had to close then, but on the following 
day, aore than one gaae was organised in the Eureoon bar e 

As you can see, a groat day for European Diploaacy! 
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
